Mercer is one of the fortopate counties
of Western Peansylvania. It has good
roads. This i= partly due to the favorable
nature of the soil, and partly to the system
of repairing. A farmer who removed there
from Ohio bas set a good example to
bis neighbors in making an excellent drive-
way of the publie road through his land.

Ewmil Kroutz is dead now. A great many
sears age he used to be tollkeeper on the
old turnpike between Butler aod Mercer.
The early Harmonites and other rich
German farmers patropized the pike a great
deal. Tney have sent down to posterity this
story about the tellkeeper: One night Kroutz
dreamed that the Day of Judgment bad

Rosds were even, firm, and, almost with-
out exception, the gutters ran slong at the
side as continuonsly as along Penn svenue
in Pittsburg. One great point in favor of
using road machines is that the slope is so
gradual from the center to the gutter that
the entire rordway is sccessible for travel
-from side to side, Where there is no such
gradual slope on = graded roadbed the
traffic is confined to one narrow track.

Tae DisPATCH'S land schooner sailed
across Mercer county so easily thatone of
our party suggested hitching Beaver and
Bucephalus to the end gate. They scarcely
had to pull all day.

Something Like Progress.

We left New Wilmington, Lawrence
county, 5t 10:30 A. M. and reached Mercer,
a distance of 11 miles, at 12:30 P. M, in
time for lunch. With heavy Jarm wagon
this was the best time we had yet made.
From Mercer to Sandy Lake we traveled
the 12 miles in the afternoon in two hours
and a balf, the road being quite hilly.
Driving over Mercer roads is a pleasure.

“Possibly road taxes are heavier in Mer-
cer county than elsewhere on account of
road-building machinery,” 1 suggested to
H. A. Gamble, the clerk to the County Com-
missioners.

“On the otber hand, all taxes are very
low in Merecer county.”” he said, *‘and town-
ship road taxes are trivisl. Our total mill-
age in this county is not over 9 mills. In
Crawford county the conuty tax sloneisT
,mills, I believe, and in Lawrence county
the county tax is the same. That does not
include their towoship road tax. Mercer
county is out of debt, and excellently situ-
ated financially.”

A Roral Bovlevard.

As we were driving sloug through Lake
township, northeast of the town of Mereer,
the wsgon suddenly passed from 3 narrow
bit of road out upon & broad drive. Look-
ing ahead for tully balf & mile it resembled
su avenue in some park or through the sub-
urbs of a city—not from its surroundings,
bat from its own construction. A well-kept
farm luy on both sides. The drive-
way appeared to be about twice as
wide as any road that we huve yet traversed,
except the Natioual pike, The fences had
been set back, and two long rows of young
elm mod maple trees planted at the side of
the road. At least 200 of these trees had
been set out.

The rond was excellently made, snd a
gully we crossed over had first been filled
in with stone and then firmly packed with
earth, making a fill of several feet. This
magoificent rond ended in a strip of wood-
isnd hal! s mile bevond, and we observed
that it all took the pluce of the old highway
which had rounded a curve now inclosed
within the fields. The road was thus
straightened.

if ther collect any toll st all on the Bat-
ler end of this turnpike in these days, 1 am
afraid all the Butler county tollkeepers
would have *“a tight squeeze.” 1t's all
right over here in Mercer county. The
turnpike here is in cxesllent condition. In
Botler covnty it is said not to be worth the
pavment of 2 eents toll anywhere.

Mercer county possesses the best roads we
have yet found. They are never very bad in
wicter, and although the people up here say
they were unusunily bad this spring, we,
who have tested far worse highways in the
southerns part of the State, can assure them
they do not know anything about bad ronds.

Favorrd by Nature,

A sandy soil, through which the water
sosks down quickiy, snd systematic road
repairing are the two ressons why there are
pood highwars in Mercer. OF course the
character of the soil is the connty's natural
sdvantage.  Bui in the matter of road re-
pairing every other county could and
should lollow Mercer's example—that is so
long as there is no general State law as is
proposed.

Nearly every township in Mercer county
has expended from $275 to $400 in road-
building muchines. There is no county law
regulating road matters. Every township
has the whole matter in its own hands, bus
the policy seems to be zeneral toward scien-
tific rond repuirs. These machines were
bought with the mowvey raised by taxation,
and are held in trust by the supervisors as
they are elected. The supervisors loan the
machines 1o the farmers in tars, as their
days roll around for working on the roade.

Good Results of the System.

To these machines the larmers hitch their
own borses sod the work is very soon done
It is done well, oo, The machine leaves
the road well graded and. sloped, and more
solid thaw ever, if snch a thing is possible
with a dirt roadway.

Everywhere in Mercer county we ob.
gurved the good results of such a system.

8. B. Jacobs, a live stock breeder, who
came to Mercer county a year ago from
Ohia.

“1 could not get used to yvour miserably
narrow reands in Western Pennsylvania,™
Mr. Jacobs said to me, They are not onlya
danger and a hindrance to traffiec, but how
can you help haviog a horrible mud puddie
and sinkhole in winter when the road from
fence to fence is 8 were lane, only large
enough for one track, snd not wide enougn
lor repairs” Mercer county laws only
eall for a  width of 33 feet
in ronds, but I got permission from the
courts to banild a new road here to straighten
out the old one. 1 have made it 50 feet
wide, and planted treeson s walk beside.
Yes, I gave my own property for the addi-
tional width, and as this isa main highway
between Mercer and Sandy Lake, the pub-
lic gets the benefit of it. Yet I take it that
& wider and a better road will make my
property more valuable. It cost me $300.
Of course the township will care for it now.

Improvements That Eodare.

“] asked the supervisors to bridpe that
gully down there. About $150 would have
done it. They refused on the score of ex-
pense, ‘it merely being a sinkhole,' they
said. In the end, the annual repairs to the
road over thet gully will cost a great deal
more than $150. There should be intelli-
genee in road building.”

*‘Are you in favor of macadamizing the
country roads of Pennsylvania?’ I asked
Mr. Jacobs.

“I want to see them widened first” he
replied. “Then we can have some room to
keep up good dirt roads. Then it will be
time enough to talk sbout macadam. Iam
in favor of all improvement in roads.”

The Highways of Ohbio.

Mr. Jacobs says Ohio is far ahead of this
State in their method of repairing and main-
taining roads. There every man oyer 21
has to work two dsys on the road. They
huve supervisors or pathmasters in each dis-
triet that ‘have the supervision of the roads
and see that each person works out their
two days or pays $3. Then there is s small
road tax that ench property holder has to
work out. One good thing in Obkio is that all
property is taxed so that the burden of the
road tax does not all come on the farmer.
Toen the Commissioners spend & great deal
of mooey each year in building culverts, as
the eounty builds all bridges and culverts.
Then the county does s lot of grading on the
hills that are on the muin roads, and espe-
cially on those that lead to and from
Youngstown., They have the hills graded
to the State line.

There are 15 breaks in the levees in the
vicinity of New Orleans. Portions of the
city are under water. Parts of the surround-
ing country are in imminent danger. The
damage to property will amount to millions.

ISFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.1

NEW ORLEANS, April 22—The flood
sitoation here has changed rapidly for the
worse within the last 24 hours. The condi-
tion of aflairs was never gloomier or more
threatening than st present. For tbe last
three days the crest of the great wave in the
Mississippi has been passing from Vicks-
burg down. The most extraordinary efforts
were made (o hold the levees agaimst the
high watsr. A large sum was raised here
by subscription for this purpose. A levee
relief bout was sent out to the scene of dan-
ger with supplies, material and men. At
Point Coupee and West Baton Rouge 8,000
men have been at work for several days
strengthening levees, and between here and
Bayon Sara probably 20,000 have been try-
ing to hold the line of dykes.

ATD FROM THE GOVERNMENT.

The Federal Government, throngh the
Secretary of War, gave liberally toward the
maintenance and support of the Point
Coupee levees, and Major Kingman, United
States Engineer in charge of this distriet,
was stationed at Morganza, the largest and
most important levee in the Mississippl Valley.
The rain and wind storm which came on yester-
day, eoupled with the high water, were too
much {or these preparations, and in the past 24
bours no less than 15 breaks have occnrrad,

The Ohio Legisinture Enncis a Law te
Protect State Institutions.
IFPECTAL TELEGEAM TO THE DIRFATOM.)

CoLuMBUS, April 2.—The Senate to-day de-
feated Adamws’ anti-zrust bill on the ground
that it had been worked in advance of another
on the same subject. The most important

tm which reached the dignity of a law,

was a bill which provides that there
«hall be no resident trustees for State
fostitutions and that stewards of the

same shall not be selected from the counties in
which the institutions are located.

The law was suggested from the fact that
Franklin connty, in which Columbus is located,
furmishes officers for nearly all the State inst-
tution®, and the resident trustee generally con-
ducts the institution as if 1t were his own
mﬁ;’. The final effort of the session will be

A CONDEMNED CONFESSION,
